6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 for the purpose of providing for the 
care. and improvement, during the season of 1917, of 
that portion of the road around Squam Lake which is

11. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to decorate the soldiers’ and 
sailors’ graves for the ensuing year. 


12. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to hire money for any purpose relating to 
town affairs, if necessary during the ensuing year. 


18. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to paying town notes, and raise and appropri- 
ate money for the same.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF SCHOOLS. 


Year Ending Feb. 15, 1917. 


Throughout the year, I have sought to keep in 
close touch with both the schools and teachers by 
frequent visitation, since this, in my opinion, is the 
only means of real knowledge of the condition and 
progress of the schools. 

Our teachers were doing better work at the end 
of the year than they were at the beginning. The 
three teachers who attended summer Normal school at 
Plymouth have shown noticeable improvement in the 
methods of their teaching, and the way they plan 
their work. These three teachers are preparing to 
pass the examinations for State Certificates. I also 
mention with pleasure that three other teachers who 
_have served in the schools during the past year are 
already State Certificate teachers. 

During the year, we have adopted the program of 
study as recommended by the State Department of 
Instruction. Some things in the program are not 
practical in our one room rural schools, but the pro- 
gram is arranged so as to be applied (as far as prac- 
tical) to either rural or city schools. While we have 
been trying to adopt gradually during the year the 
State program, we have not departed from the older 
course of study as prescribed for the Holderness 
schools several years ago. 

This year we have introduced into the first three 
grades “The Story Hour Readers”. As most people 
know, during these first three years in the school, the 
ehild is learning the art of reading. After. these first 
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three years the child is developing into “the better 
reader’. This is the testimony of all teachers and 
experts along this line. All our teachers, after having 
used “The Story Hour Readers” are united in the 
claim that these Readers are the best that they have 
ever used for the little folk. We have also added in 
the upper grades a series of the ‘“‘Carpenter Commerc- 
‘al Readers” which will be of great value in instructing 
the child “How the World is Fed, Clothed and Housed’. — 

I am somewhat “old-fashioned” in the strong em- 
phasis which I put upon Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, 
Grammar, Spelling, Geography, History and Physiol- . 
ogy in the common school education. I would not give 
the impression that other subjects taken up in the 
common schools are of no importance, for where there 
is sufficient time, the child is greatly benefited by 
them. But, I regard those subjects which I have 
named as major, or more important subjects; first, 
because they are the subjects upon which the child is 
examined for entrance to High school; secondly, the 
child who usually makes the best record in High school 
and business college is the one who shows the best 
preparation in these so called major subjects; and 
thirdly, if the child is not fortunate eonugh to gc 
beyond the common schools, he will usually be more 
efficient and more likely to make good in whateve1 
business he undertakes to earn his living, if he has a 
thorough preparation in these major subjects. Mul 
titudes om men will testify to the truth of this last 
statement. 

But as everyone knows, the rural school with five, 
six, or more grades is of all schools the most difficult 
to teach. Especially is this true if the many classes 
have to be taught by one teacher, as is the case with 
our schools. The school day is all too short in which 
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to hear all the classes, and not infrequently some class 
has to be omitted. For these reasons, I have tried to 
emphasize the value of these major subjects in order 
that the teacher might drill the children more upon 
the important subjects rather than upon the less im- 
portant ones, and if necessary to omit a lesson in the 
course of the day, to omit the less important subjects. 

The rural teacher needs all the support, co-opera- 
tion, and sympathy that the parents and school officials 
can give her. I have already recommended that the 
teacher visit the parents in their homes, and I would 
also recommend that the parents visit the schools very 
often. If the teacher does not visit your home, invite 
her to come. Sometimes a sensitive person will hesi- 
tate to come until invited. These seemingly “little 
things” are indeed not “little things” at all, but often 
prove to be the “keynote” of a “good” or a “hard” 
school. I have seen both “good” and “hard” schools, 
but have never heard of a “hard” school where the 
majority of the parents visited the school often, and 
the teacher in turn visited the parents and children in 
their homes. Misunderstandings are usually bred by a 
failure to understand either persons, facts, circum- 
stances, or conditions, as the case may be. Visitation 
between parents and teachers will tend tov bring about 
a good understanding. A good understanding will 
bring sympathy, co-oreration and support. And these 
three last qualities are absolutely essential to a ‘“‘good”’ 
school. Lack of these last three qualities will always 
result in a “hard” school even if the teacher should be 
the very best. Let us all, whether parents, teachers, 
or school officials, by our sympathy, co-operation, and 
support make all our schools the “good” schools that 
we desire. 

As a final word let me say, we have been very 
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fortunate this year in receiving two splendid gifts 
from Mr. F. G. Webster. The first gift was money for 
a Prize Speaking Contest which, I consider, was of 
inestimable benefit to the children who took part. 
The second gift was money for four extra weeks of 
school. This money was really given to the Prescott 
district, but arrangements were made to have the 
sessions at the Squam Bridge school house, as more 
children could attend there. The largest attendance at 
this school was nineteen scholars. I am sure that the 
district will unite with me in saying that we appreciate 
Mr. Webster’s gifts, and take this opportunity to 
thank him.
